Well, the nations of the world didn't Rot 
their money's worth. They didn't get col- 
laboration or agreement among the great 
powers. They were even cheated out of an 
unofficial guarantee that the veto would not 
bo used "wllKully to ob,stnict" the security 
council's operations, nntl that It would be 
employed only tn a crisis where .approval ot 
the councir.s majority wishes iiilffht lead to 

In.stead, ihey have ,ieen the Russian se- 
curity council representative. Mr. Gromyko. 
veto the potentially powerful, peace-protect- 
ing council into a state of virtual Impotence. 
RuMla, Instead of saving the veto for a crisis, 
has exercised that right five times In .■six 
months, and has threatened Its use on two 
other occasions. 

The climax came, of course, when Mr. Gro- 
myko used the veto three times In the stormy 
council aeaslon which ended In disagreement 
and an indefinite recess. Mr, Oromyko. os- 
tensibly protesting malorlty proposals for 
action In the Spanish question, actually did 
more. He vetoed once more the Idea or ma- 
jority rule. He vetoed away any semblance of 
authority In the almost powerless general 
assembly. He even Insisted on the right to 
veto the question of whether matters before 
the council are subject to veto. 

What next? Gulllermo Belt, Cuba's repre- 
sentative in the UN assembly, has said that 
he will try to call a conference of all UN 
members In an effort to eliminate the veto 
power. It was Inevitable that one of the .small- 
er nations would make this proposal sooner 
or later. And It Is probably Just as well that 
Mr. Oromyko's abuse of his veto power has 
forced the showdown early In the second year 
ot the UN's existence. 

It seems unllltoly that Mr. Belt will get far 
with his Idea, At least one might guess, from 
Kuaslan policy In the past year, that the 
USSR might walk out ot the United Nations 
rather than give up this right. 

But suppose this highly desirable miracle 
should take place. Would It solve everything? 
The chances do not seem very hopeful. We 
need only look at the recurrent and largely 
unproductive meetings of the big tour for- 
eign ministers to sea that serlou.s disagree- 
ments would not be eliminated. Mr, Molotov 
can be just as adamant without a veto as 
can Mr. Oromyko with Ihiit weapon In his 
pocket. 

For whatever the rules. If seems that big- 
power agreement Is the only hope, however 
it may be achieved. The situations In the se- 
curity council and the big tour meotlnBs are 
Identical In essence. And the only visible so- 
lution lies In the long and palntul process of 
attrition by which some minor differences 
among tha foreign ministers have already 
been adjusted. 

In the meantime, we might end this edi- 
torial on a note ot "cautious optimism." ac- 
cording to the current custom In discussing 
International relations. Mr. Gromyko, be It 
noted, has leased for a year the palatial Long 
Island house and elegantly manicured 
grounds ot the late. Republican. antl-Russlan 
Ogden Mills. That Lsn't the typical behavior 
ot a man who Is expecting hia walking papers. 



NAVY RELIEF 

The current phrase, "cautious optimism." 
can probably be applied aptly to navy reac- 
tion to the Bikini atomic bomb test. Secre- 
tary rorrestal has predicted without hesita- 
tion that there will still be navies in the 
atomic age. At lower levels there has even 
been a hint of an "I told you so" attitude In 
some navy comment. 

But perhaps there Is some hint ot Initial 
navy apprehenslvenesa In the tact that the 
Blktnl'test was not scheduled until after the 
deadline for congressional appropriations for 
the navy In the coming fiscal year — one day 
after, as a matter of fact. Or maybe it was 
Just coincidence.
